ers graduate. 
It will thus b ecome a 
sort of b eneficiary fund to b e handed 
down from class to class. 
Socks full of holes and shirts minus ( 
b uttons Induced another company of 
Yale men to try their luck running a 
laundry company. 
“The Yale Student 
laundry” made its appearance with the 
conspicuous announcement, “ Run b y ■ 
college men." 
T he company announc-. 
ed that it would care for all laundry j 
work b ut soft and starch work and 
guaranteed to carefully mend all socks 
and torn underwear. 
It looked for aj 
tim e as if there would not b e washer-1 
women enough to b e found in tb e city 
limits to care for all the clothing that 
on the first Monday morning poured in­ 
to tb e office of the company. The m an­ 
agers, howev er, jum ped a t the chance 
to make such a rich harv est, and 
enough 
washers 
were 
secty^d 
to 
cleanse ail the clothes of a ra im e n t, 
and the women whose office was sim­ 
ply to mend and repair w ere soon driv ­ 
ing a thriv ing b usiness. Now this con 
cem has its own shop and deliv ery 
wagon that the students 
drive them ­ 
selv es, and all the details of the b usi­ 
ness are managed b y Yale men, thus 
giv ing work to students who are pay 
; lng their own way through the uni­ 
v ersity. 
Another company recently organized 
is the “ Yale Shoe Repairing company,” 
Weekly calls are made at the dormito­ 
ries for shoes that need soling, heeling 
or repairing of any kind. 
The mem­ 
b ers of this firm hav e com petent shoe­ 
m akers to do the work while they so­ 
licit the orders and attend to the de­ 
liv ery’ and other details of the b usi­ 
ness. 
The Yale Mercantile association has 
b een doing b usiness on the Yale cam ­ 
pus for some time, and through this or­ 
ganization employment is secured for
